It was announced at the New 
York Institution last week that Mr. 
lid ward Clearwater had died on 
Tuesday evening, November 15th, 
at the age of 83 years. Apparently 
in good health a week previous, a 
sudden and severe cold ended fatal- 
ly. He spent all of his life, from the 
morning of manhood to the sober 
days of old age, as carpenter at the 
trade school of Fan wood — 54 years 
in all, 14 of which were as assistant 
to his father ("John Clearwater), 
and 40 years as head instructor to 
the classes assigned to carpentry 
and cabinet making at the school. 
He was retired in November, 1924, 
as a beneficiary of the State Retire- 
ment System. When a young man 
he was remarkable for his physical 
strength. With his life-long friend, 
Mr. Joseph H. Banks, formerly 
engineer at the Institution power 
house, he was many times a victor 
in the two-oared shell races on the 
hudson River. Always strong and 
healthy, his demise was entirely a 
surprise, and his passing is regret- 
ted by all who had the privilege of 
his association.
